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REMARKS 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner objected to claims 4, 9, 13, 14, 18, and 19 as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim but indicated they would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

With regard to claims 13 and 18, Gill fails to show the claimed combination that 
includes the hard magnet formed around and in contact with a first gap spacer. 

Applicants have amended independent claims 1, 6, 1 1, and 16 to include the allowable 
subject matter from claims 13 and 18. 

Claims 13 and 18 have been canceled. 

Claims 2, 3, 7, 8, 12, and 1? have been amended to conform to the rewriting of the 
independent claims 1, 6, 11, and 16. 

Based on the above, it is now believed that claims 1-3, 6-8, 11-12, and 16-17 are 
allowable as depending from allowable base claims. 

The Examiner objected to claims 4, 9, 14, and 19 as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim but indicated they would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

It is respectfully submitted that claims 4, 9, 14, and 19 are now believed to be 
allowable as depending from respective claims 1, 6, 11, and 16, which contain allowable 
subject matter from claims 13 and 18. 



Chum Rejections - 35 USC §102 
Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 11, 12, 15-17, and 20 are rejected under 35 TJSC §102(e) as being 
anticipated by Gill (USPN 6,606,781). 

Based on the amendments to claims 1, 6. 11. and 16, it is respectfully submitted that 
these rejections are now moot. 
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Claim Rejections - 3S VSC §103 

Claims 3, 5, 8, and 10 are rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gill (USPN 6,606,781) in view of Khan et al (USPN 6,495,311). 

Based on the amendments to claims 1, 6, 11, and 16, it is respectfully submitted that 
these rejections are now moot. 



Conclusion 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the claims are in condition for allowance and 
reconsideration of the rejections is respectfully requested. Allowance of claims 1-12, 14-17, 
and 19-20 at an early date is solicited.
